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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 22-27 are pending in this application, which is a DIV of Serial Number 
09/621,556 now abandoned. 

The preliminary amendment canceling claims 1-21 has been entered. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
It is noted that the claimed invention is directed to a method. The examiner suggests 
amending the abstract to reflect same. 



Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc 

The examiner suggests deleting the phrase "There are disclosed" in line 1 of the abstract. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

It is noted that the claimed invention is directed solely to a method. The examiner 
suggests amending the title to reflect same. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 22, the term "iron-group element" is vague and confusing. It is not clear what is 
meant by iron-group. The same issue applies to claims 26-27. 

In claim 22, the terms "hard phase" and "hard film" is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "hard" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide 
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a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Claim 24 contains improper Markush terminology. In the last line, "or 5 must be replaced 
with -and-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Okamura (5,660,881) or Battaglia et al. (5,709,907). Okamura discloses a method of coating a 
cutting tool member with diamond by chemical vapor deposition (col.l lines 11-13). The 
substrate is WC based cemented carbide (col.2 lines 25-26). The cutting tool was prepared by 
grinding the surface of the tool member (lines 54-55) and by polishing (lines 63-67) before the 
CVD of diamond (col.3 lines 1-3). The examiner deems diamond as the hard film. 

Battaglia discloses a method of producing a cutting tool by depositing a single or multiple 
layer coating onto a substrate of tungsten carbide which has binders and other materials (col. 5 
lines 23-51). The layers can be TiN and can be applied by PVD (col.6 lines 1-9). Prior to 
deposition, the substrate can be exposed to grinding, polishing, buffing, or laser glazing (col. 12 
lines 6-8). The examiner deems TiN as the hard film. However, the references fail to 
specifically teach electro-chemical polishing. 
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It is noted that both references clearly teach a polishing step and the benefits of doing the 
pretreatment step. One skilled in the art would reasonably expect that any polishing technique 
would produce cutting tools with those benefits. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art to incorporate an electro-chemical polishing treatment with the expectation of obtaining 
similar results. 

The limitations of claims 22-27 have been addressed above.
